Story: 

Roy Rogers, enterprising young petroleum engineer, is operating his own wildcat company along 
the California coast. He finds himself in a jam when the road over which he planned to transport his 
oilwell supplies is closed. The workmen in charge of the old, disused ranch, the Rancho Vega, flatly 
refuse to allow him to see the owner of the ranch, young Carlos Vega, to make his request in person. 
Pretty, young Billie Colby, blonde skipper of the supply boat “Apache Rose,” adds to Roy’s troubles 
by insisting on unloading his crates of equipment though he has no way of getting them from the dock 
to the mesa oilwell site. 

Until Roy meets Carlos Vega, he is in a fix. But after he meets the young man, he becomes in- 
volved in a situation which makes his road troubles look like child’s play. Alkali Elkins, an oldtime 
Texas cowhand now Carlos’ foreman, makes it possible for Roy to meet Vega, who gives him per- 
mission to use the road. 

Roy learns that the Rancho Vega — in the Vega family since the days when California was Spanish 
is a rich oil-bearing land. Reed Calhoun, racketeer and general sharpster who owns and operates a 
gumbling boat off shore from the Rancho Vega, is trying to secure the oil rights to the Vega property. 
To get possession of Carlos’ share, he has lured the young man into gambling aboard his ship, the S. S. 
Casino — netting Calhoun $143,000 in Carlos’ I.0.U.’s. With these notes as a hold over young Vega, 
Calhoun plans to crack down on him at the suitable moment and force him to sign over the Rancho 
Vega oil rights. Carlos’ cousin, pretty Rosa Vega, co-owner of the ranch, is expected from Mexico for 
a visit and Calhoun plans to have his henchmen dispose of the girl. 

Outraged when she hears of Calhoun’s plot, Billie Colby forgets her anger at Roy over the crate- 
unloading business, and they join forces to help defeat Calhoun’s murder scheme against Rosa Vega. 
Billie masquerades in Spanish dress — mantilla and all — and leads Calhoun’s gunmen on a wild goose 
chase. The henchmen pursue her in the belief that she is their target. 

toy raids Calhoun’s office aboard the S. S. Casino and takes Carlos’ I.0.U.’s. He also defeats 
Calhoun’s scheme to kidnap Carlos and use torture methods to force him to sign over the oil rights. 
In a terrific fight on the beach and in the breakers — with Roy the Sons of the Pioneers and the Vega 
ranchhands on one side and Calhoun and his gunmen and gambling ship crew on the other — Roy 
wins a decisive victory. By the time the Sheriff arrives, Roy has Calhoun thoroughly beaten in a 
man-to-man fight — and the outlaws are subdued and ready for arrest. Carlos — grateful to Roy for 
his help — makes Rogers a partner in an oil-drilling project on the Rancho Vega. Billie Colby, too 
seems certain to be included in these plans before long...

Story: 

Billy Brady, a good bad man with a past, wants to settle down and live a decent, wholesome life in 
Deadwood, a thriving little mining community. To help himself get started, he joins “Professor” Gabby 
Blackstone’s traveling medicine show as a trick pistol-shot artist and becomes very friendly with Profes- 
sor Gabby and his hoyden daughter, Sally. 

On arriving in Deadwood, he soon learns that the town is under the domination of an unidentified 
outlaw gang. No new businesses are allowed to get started — their proprietors are run out of town and 
forced into the hills, where they live together in Laramie Gap. All of the numerous crimes committed 
in deadwood are thrust on their shoulders, but it doesn’t take Bill Brady long to ascertain that the real 
crimes are committed by an ostensibly respectable group known as the Civic League, banded together 
for the express purpose of keeping competitors out of town. Their ring leader is Jake Marvel, local 
theatre proprietor, and his two ruthless henchmen, Monte Burns and “Ripper”, are trigger men for the 
group. 

Soon after his arrival in town Bill meets Linda Barret, a young girl who has been maintaining herself 
since the death of her father by working for the Deadwood Clarion. This newspaper is edited by Tex 
Carver, apparently an active crusader against the crime wave, but actually the brains behind the criminals. 
Ted is trying to induce Linda to marry him, and his rage against Billy Brady is increased by jealousy over 
Bill’s friendship with Linda. 

Judge Gary has been unable as yet to secure any evidence to convict the criminals, and Bill deter- 
mines to make it his business to provide such evidence. When Professor Gabby falls heir to thirty-five 
thousand dollars, and is slugged and robbed, Bill breaks into the bank to secure the ledger which will 
show him to whose account this sum has been credited. He is discovered, makes a narrow escape and is 
accused of robbing the bank. 

When an investigation of the ledger proves nothing, as a last resort he decides to hold up the gold 
stage carrying its weekly cargo of treasure to Cheyenne, to find out whether or not it contains a large 
sum of money. Gabby will be able to identify the bills, as they were all in large denominations. 

The coach is held up — by means of a special kind of tear gas manufactured by Professor Gabby — 
and Bill secures evidence to convict the whole gang, with Ted Carver as its ring-leader. When Carver 
learns of this, he knows he must risk everything in a bold effort to save his skin. Accusing Bill of robb- 
ing the gold coach, he raises a $10,000 reward for his capture, dead or alive. Bill has a tough time 
eluding the townspeople, irate over the lawlessness and eager to get the reward money, but he ultimately 
succeeds in exposing Carver and his entire gang. He is made the new Sheriff of Deadwood, and law and 
order reign.

Story: 

Tom Ford, star of Mammouth Film Productions, leaves on his vacation before Wilson, the studio 
publicity man, can notify him that he is to make a personal appearance at the Texas Centennial. In 
desperation, Wilson — without his boss’ knowledge — substitutes Gene Autry, Ford’s double and stunt 
man. Gene isn’t keen on the idea, and submits to Wilson’s frantic appeals only to get him out of his 
fix. Throughout the hoax, Gene wants to reveal his true identity, but the distraught, nervous Wilson 
won't permit him to do so. 

On the way to Dallas, Gene’s bus collides with a truck belonging to Marion Hill, turning loose a 
number of longhorn steers she is transporting to the Exposition for show purposes. Gene unloads 
his horse and soon rounds up the cattle. Marion’s gratitude to Gene turns to something deeper — and 
soon the two discover that they are in love! 

Gene at the Centennial, posing as Ford, becomes a sensation, especially when he sings over the 
radio. Ford, who doesn’t sing, hears Gene’s voice, and is very much peeved at the impersonation. 
Swartz, the excitable moon-faced president of the Film Company, listening in, decides he will start a 
new series of singing Westerns starring Ford — just as the latter steps into his office! 

When Ford demands an explanation for the hoax — and threatens to sue the company — Swartz 
calls Wilson by long distance telephone and learns that blackmailers have demaned $25,000 to keep 
quiet about the impersonation! Swartz pays and sends Ford post haste to the Centennial to take his 
rightful place. 

Meanwhile, Gene — who is miserable at having deceived Marion — admits via radio his part in the 
deception, and wins the heart of the girl he loves. When Ford arrives, the public has already switched 
its affection to Gene, and insists on Gene continuing with his personal appearances. 

And Swartz, being the astute film executive that he is, makes a star of Gene, a leading lady of 
Marion and, fittingly enough, retains Tom Ford as double and stand-in.

Story:

She pretends to help Gene by giving him tips about the Colonel, and includes the information 
that he is deaf. Gene infuriates the officer by shouting all his explanations in connection with his bid. 
Finally, it appears that the bids submitted by both Gene and Neale are identical; and it is decided that 
arace will be held to decide the winner. 

Neale, whose hatred of Gene is fanned by the fact that he is interested in the Colonel’s daughter, 
attempts to burn down Gene’s stables. With the few horses which remain, Gene manages to win the 
race, in spite of foul play by the other team. 

He comes through on “Champ,” and Neale is proved responsible for the fire. Gene and Judith 
patch up their differences and all ends happily.

Story: 

Young U. S. Government veterinarian Rex Allen, on his trick horse Koko, rides into the picturesque 
town of Pine Rock, near the Canadian border to take the place of the regular vet who is away on vaca- 
tion. Used to doctoring cattle in Texas, Rex is interested to find that here, in the heart of the fabulous 
silver-fox-farming industry, he is to doctor the most finicky and high-priced form of fur on four feet. 

On the fox farm of Mel Richards, Rex learns the habits and care of the valuable creatures from 
Richards’ niece, Jane, and her ten-year-old brother Danny, and when Steve Baxter, the well-thought-of 
owner of a trading post just over the border, asks Rex to certify as healthy a consignment of silver 
foxes to Mel Richards, which Baxter has caught on the Canadian side, Rex examines the foxes and gives 
the okay to Canadian Mountie chief Dalton without suspecting that the crates in which the foxes are 
carried across the border contain anything illegal, or that Mel Richards is involved in a crooked deal 
with Steve Baxter. 

But things begin to happen when Smokey, young Danny’s pet silver fox, shows signs of an identi- 
fiable sickness and Rex, to prevent the disease spreading, slaps a quarantine on all of Richards’ live foxes 
and forbids the removal of the bundle of pelts Richards got from Baxter. 

Two thugs steal the sick fox from Slim Pickens, the not-too-bright local dog catcher and veterinarian’s 
helper, with whom Rex has left it. Rex gives chase, one of the thugs is killed and when Slim finds a wad 
of counterfeit money in the dead thief’s boot and Rex recognizes him as a dubious character he has seen 
hanging around Baxter’s place, Rex goes off to question Baxter. 

Meanwhile, Danny, out looking for Smokey, finds the fox and takes it back to the Richards’ barn 
to hide it and surprises Baxter’s men and Manero, the phony fur buyer who is really a distributor of 
counterfeit money, in the act of smuggling out the bundles of pelts containing counterfeit money. To 
silence him, they snatch him and carry him across the border to Baxter. 

In an agony of remorse over the danger brought to Danny by his crooked dealings, Mel Richards 
takes out for Baxter’s hideout in the Canadian woods. Alerted by Jane, Rex, Dalton and the Rhythm 
Riders follow, and Rex captures Baxter, after a chase and fight. Mel Richards’ body, riddled with the 
counterfeiter’s bullets, plus the bundles of bad currency, the engravers’ plates and false bottoms to the 
silver fox crates, send the whole gang to prison. Jane and Danny carry on at the fox farm and Rex and 
Koko go on to another assignment.

Story:

She and 
Dan then disposed of his body but used his uniform, credentials and an identifying ring to set their jail- 
bait brother, Dusty, up in Stoker’s place. As Stoker, Dusty calls on the owners of the outlying timber- 
lands, tells them their trees are infested with bark bettles and writes out apparently official orders condem- 
ning the trees. Dan buys the trees at salvage prices, has them hauled into his mills and cuts them up for 
sale at the current high market prices. 

The arrival of Jackie, Slim and Rex, and the reading of the will, leaving only one-third to Dan and 
Carrie and one-third each to Jackie and Slim, upsets the Hurley’s smooth plot. They try to eliminate 
Jackie and Slim but Rex counters each of their moves until they are brought to justice--but he doesn’t 
accomplish this until he has had to clear himself of a murder charge and quell a mob of angry ranchers 
when a flash flood, caused by the reckless cutting of timber, threatens their ranches. 

With Dan drowned in a log jam and Carrie dead by her own hands, Jackie and Slim take over their 
inheritance and, with Rex’s experienced help, set up the finest cattle spread in Pine Valley.

Story:

Roy immediately becomes involved in Sheriff Holbrook’s hot chase after Steve. Roy is informed 
by pretty Ruth Shaw, the new schoolteacher, that because of Steve, the Board of Education had 
dismissed Dolly, turning her into a crushed and bitter woman, still willing to defend her stepson. 

In tracking down the murderer, on the McKenzie range Roy comes upon a sick calf, which has all 
the symptoms of hoof and mouth disease. This discovery leads to the uncovering of McKenzie’s 
plans and the organization of a posse to bring them to a halt. 

Meanwhile, Steve, having had a showdown with the rancher, kills him and assumes the role of 
boss, with no objections from the McKenzie henchmen. In a breath-taking gun battle with Roy and 
the posse, Steve, though reconciled by Dolly to giving himself up, dies of a bullet wound. 

With the herd taken care of and Dolly awarded compensation for the injustice done her, Roy 
and the Purple Sagers hit the trail for Cheyenne, with Ruth along to take part in the rodeo with 
them.

Story: 

Thad Cameron turns his large Texas ranch into a camp for war-orphaned boys as a memorial to his 
beloved nephew, Frank, missing since the Anzio landings. The camp runs smoothly, with the help of 
the Sons of the Pioneers, until an unscrupulous woman lawyer, Hattie Waters, erroneously tells Thad 
that Frank hasn’t died in action. She says that he was injured and his identity confused during his hos- 
pitalization. 

Thad happily gives her the cash she requests to cover Frank’s homecoming expenses and unsuspect- 
ingly gives her power of attorney to draw up a new will for him, dividing his estate between Frank and 
the camp. Soon afterward, Thad is killed by a pack of wild dogs. One dog, wounded by Thad before his 
death, escapes from the thugs who managed the attack. 

Although Thad’s death is blamed on wolves, rumors circulate and bring U. S. Marshal Roy Rogers 
to Topaz to investigate. He points out to Dr. Bullfincher that only hungry wolves attack — and hungry 
wolves would not have left Thad’s body in the condition in which it was found. He proves that dogs 
are responsible for the attack when he brings back the wounded dog he finds skulking near the spot of 
the attack. With gentle care, the dog becomes devoted to Roy, who names him El Lobo. 

Roy gathers so much evidence against Hattie that she tries to climinate him as she did Thad — by 
turning the dog pack on him. El Lobo saves Roy by distracting the other dogs until the Marshal escapes. 
Then El Lobo seeks out Hattie but, before he can attack, her fear of him brings on a fatal heart attack. 


Thanks to Roy and El Lobo the fraud to be practiced upon the camp is fully exposed and the orphans’ 
future is assured.

Story:

Story: 


Since the first covered-wagon pioneers came West, the Adams family has bred fine horses on its 
ranch near Buckaroo. Bronze statues of succeeding generations of Adams men stand in the town 
square. Their horses have always been famous and until recent years regularly won the government 
cavalry—horse contract award. The present holder of the family name, breezy, fifty-year-old Jeff 
Adams is proud of his horses and his ranch but he prefers gambling to attending to business; so, for 
several years now, he has let the government contract for horses slide into the hands of suave Buckaroo 
businessman, Brock Danvers. Danvers has his mind set on the Adams’ ranch and means to get control 
of it.

Kim Adams likes Roy’s 
singing. and to save him from being thrown into the town jail as a saddle-tramp sans cash —by Danvers’ 
stouge-sheriff Barclay — she gives Roy and his brawny cowboy pal, Teddy Bear, jobs as wranglers on the 
Adams’ ranch. Roy soon tumbles to Danvers’ scheme to wreck the Adams’ horse-raising business in order 
to further his own prospects, and sets about thwarting Danvers’ plot. When Jeff Adams — tempted by 
Danvers into riding the half-wild stallion Trigger for a five-hundred dollar bet — is killed in the ride, 
Danvers orders Trigger shot. But Roy defies the order. He knows Danvers wants Trigger shot to destroy 
the Adams’ best blood-line — and to save the horse — takes him to a faraway meadow in the hills and 
hides him there. Under Roy’s patient training and gentling, Trigger becomes a fine, usable horse. 

While Roy is busy with this secret project, Danvers takes control of the Adams’ family and business 
affairs. He persuades Kim it would be useless for her to continue ownership of the ranch, and magnani- 
mously offers to take it over for nothing — in settlement of the debts and mortgages against it. He also 
urges Kim to marry him — and bewildered and miserable because of her father’s death and the chaotic 
state of the ranch’s finances — she agrees. 

Roy moves fast now. He rouses Kim’s family pride to fighting pitch, shames her into exerting 
herself to learn the horse-raising business and taking over control of the ranch herself, and succeeds in 
disillusioning her about Danvers as a matrimonial prospect. In a hard-run race on Trigger, pitted against 
Danvers and the dirty tricks his gang pull aginst the Adams’ horse, Roy wins the government cavalry- 
horse contract award for the Adams ranch. He settles his personal scores with Danvers in a fierce 
fist-fight, then rides away to other adventures.

Though Roy isn’t impressed, he takes her to the ranch to be on hand for the reading of Sam 
Talbot’s will. Gathered for the reading are: Gabby Whittaker, foreman of the ranch, Duke Lowery, 
Gabby’s 12-year-old ward; Jan Holloway, Sam’s niece and only relative; Devoria, a typical colored mammy; 
and the ranchhands and their families. When Jan learns that she has been left only $5,000 and that Duke has 
inherited the ranch, she is furious. 

Connie remains as a guest at the ranch and she and the Sons of the Pioneers, ranchhands, get on 
famously. One day, while the girl and Roy are riding near Rainbow Falls — where Sam had his fatal 
accident — Connie finds Sam’s watch in the stream. It had stopped at 9:17, but they learn from Devoria 
that Sam’s horse arrived home the morning of the accident just as the 8:45 freight train whistle blew. 
This sets Roy to work as a detective, and brings about considerable misunderstanding between him and 
Connie when she wires her paper a story that hints of foul play in the death of Sam Talbot. Connie is 
arrested by Sheriff Barclay when she refuses to reveal her source of information. Roy pays no attention 
to her pleas for help but he does bail her out next morning so that she may attend the Breakfast Club 
meeting in town. 

Roy and Connie go to see Judnick, the coroner, and while waiting for him in his office, Roy snoops 
in the files and gets the Sam Talbot case history card. Judnick walks in and Roy accuses him of dirty 
work. A fight ensues, with Judnick left unconcious. Jan Holloway comes in after Roy and Connie have 
left and it is revealed that Judnick was the man who helped carry out the Talbot murder plot devised by 
Jan. 

Duke disappears with a young Hereford bull that he raised on a bottle. The bull is sick and Gabby 
has said it must be destroyed — so Duke takes the animal to a cave back of Rainbow Falls. There, he 
inadvertently is witness to a meeting between Jan, Steve and Judnick — Jan shoots and kills Judnick. 
Duke’s presence becomes known and Jan and Steve try to capture him but he eludes them by tumbling 
into the falls. Thinking he has been drowned, the two leave — but Roy and the Pioneers find the boy. 

Duke tells what he has seen and Roy and the boys make a spectacular ride to Jan’s ranch. They

encounter gun-play from Jan’s cowboys but soon rout them out. Steve, in a quarrel, fires at Jan — then 
vaults his horse and is gone.

Story: 

Strumming his guitar and singing a song, Monte Hale leisurely rides his horse through the beautiful, 
wooded Western country.

He is a member of the Cattlemen’s 
Association and is courting Bonnie, encouraging her and the cattlemen against Grizzly, in the hope that 
he some day will acquire Grizzly’s ranch for himself. To speed up the process and to satisfy his greedy 
ambitions, Long hires two cowboy henchmen, Clint Baker and Slim Wallace to carry out his dirty work. 
Slim and Clint have a big bear, Nero, which they drive around in a small covered wagon, to various parts 
of Grizzly’s property. They rope a calf and turn the bear loose on it, leaving the carcass remains behind 
as evidence. Cub’s pets are blamed for the killings but he protests that they are innocent. 

Sheriff Cutler, a friend of Grizzly’s, tries vainly to maintain peace between Grizzly and the cattle- 
men, but the situation grows worse. Grizzly’s ranch hands -- including the Sons of the Pioneers, a group 
of singing cowboys -- all are disturbed over the state of affairs. With the pressure from the other ranchers 
becoming unbearable, Grizzly takes Monte’s suggestion and decides to deed his beautifully-wooded land 
over to the government, to be used as a park preserve. In that way, Rangers would be on hand to handle 
any animals that might stray. 

The night that he goes to town with the deed, Grizzly catches Clint and Slim turning Nero loose on 
another calf. As he prepares to take them into town, Dan Long shows up, knocks out Grizzly and turns 
Nero loose, to make it look as if one of Cub’s pets had attacked and killed him. Then Long rifles through 
Grizzly’s pockets and takes the deed to his property. Dan and Bonnie take over the ranch and Bonnie 
tells Monte to leave, but he continues to hang around because he is suspicious of the way Grizzly died. 

With his pal, Buck, Monte investigates the scene of the tragedy and finds bear tracks that are larger 
than those of Cub’s pets, and wagon tracks lead Monte to Slim and Clint. Eventually, Dan Long is exposed 
as the murderer and instigator of the cattle-killing, and the deed is recovered. A public dedication is made 
of the Garth Memorial Park. Monte and Cub are happy, for between them is an understanding -- their

Story: 

Steve Blane, enterprising young newspaper man, is on his way to Cheyenne to report upon the 
nefarious activities of one Arapahoe Brown when he meets Dolores Casino. She reveals that she was 
born Della Casey, and that it is her father, Tim Casey, editor of the town’s local paper, whom Steve 
intends to contact. The train is held up by a crew led by Davidge, who is an underling of Sam Drummond, 
the real ringleader. The passengers blame Arapahoe for the hold-up. Dolores and Steve decide to walk, 
since the hold-up mob has felled a tree across the tracks, making further travel an impossibility. 

At Cheyenne, Tim Casey has prepared a gala welcome for his daughter, with an orchestra on hand, 
flying banners and a crowd of Cheyenne citizens, including Sam Drummond, pretended friend of 
Casey’s. Drummond has been successful in persuading the populace that the desperado wanted is 
Brown, a legendary figure reputed to haunt the rugged James County territory, occupied chiefly by 
hard-working settlers. 

Meanwhile Steve and Dolores are given a lift by a bearded, bizarre old character, whose dilapidated 
buckboard, driven by a huge horse and diminutive donkey, serves them in good stead. Their benefactor 
listens to their tale of the misadventures and suspicions, and decides to conceal his identity. Actually he 
is Arapahoe Brown. 

At the banquet honoring Dolores, all of Cheyenne is present, including the still anonymous Arapahoe. 
Drummond's men stage another holdup, and despite the efforts of a hurriedly assembled posse, escape. 
Drummond attempts to dissuade Steve from paying Arapahoc a visit in the wildlands. When he is unsuc- 
cessful. he instructs Davidge and his crew to ‘take care of him.’ Arapahoe rescues Steve, and discloses 
his identity. Convinced of the old man’s innocence, Steve visits his headquarters, where he meets members 
of his household, including Squeak — a precocious feminine adolescent who immediately becomes ‘stuck’ 
on Steve. 

Steve learns enough of Drummond’s pursuits to assure himself of the latter’s guilt. Davidge and his 
men make another futile attempt to get rid of the reporter when Arapahoe throws a party in his honor. 
Steve cuts out alone on his horse, Trigger, and succeeds in making a getaway. Davidge, misled by seeing 
the riderless horse. promptly returns to Drummond and announces Steve’s death.

Steve, having told Casey the facts, starts for Drummond’s office with the editor. He conceals himself 
as Casey listens avidly to Drummond’s cock-and-bull story. When both men expose Drummond’s com- 
plicity, he makes a final attempt to prevent publication of the news.

Story: 

Texas, in 1843, is an independent republic. Its citizens are mighty suspicious of anyone who has dealings 
with the republic to the north. So it is that Monte Hale, Texas born and bred, excites distrust when he re- 
turns home after a long sojourn and lets it be known that he is a buyer of horses for the United States govern- 
ment. Pretty Mary Lou Gardner, who runs her late father’s horse ranch, doesn’t recognize Monte as her 
childhood play mate and she isn’t willing to admit that she is quite taken with this apparent stranger who 
has settled on the old Hale place.

Story: 

Roy Rogers, brought up by “Gabby” Hayes, but separated from him for ten years, returns to the 
Cheyenne vicinity and makes two startling discoveries: First, that his childhood playmates, Gabby’s 
niece, Judy, his daughter, Sally, and Marian Hardy, heiress to the neighboring ranch, have grown up to 
be charming and beautiful young women.

Story: 

Duane County is agog to welcome its singing cowboy, Roy Rogers, now king of the air waves. 
Grizzled old Dobe Joe is drilling a dozen little girls in a welcome song, with 13-year-old Penny Winters 
taking the lead, when pretty Laramie, Penny’s older sister, drags the protesting child away. Laramie has 
inherited a sheep-ranch from her parents, and of late someone has been trying to stir up the long-dead 
feud between the sheep and cattle ranchers. Right now, Vic Marsh, president of the Cattlemen’s Asso- 
ciation, smoothly hints that Laramie deliberately lets her sheep out to graze. Dobe Joe and Sheriff 
Darcey both try to quict Vic and the furious Laramie. Just then Roy arrives and gets a big ovation, as 
do the Sons Of The Pioneers, who accompany him. 

That night, Roy broadcasts from the City Hall, and speaks of an unknown “Gardenia Lady,” who 
always sends him a flower. Penny holds a gardenia, and Laramie glares at her. During the broadcast the 
audience, hearing that trouble is brewing, leaves. Penny remains and is giving Roy the gardenia when 
Laramie returns for her. Laramie is cold to Roy, as an ex-cattleman, but he rides to the scene of the 
trouble anyway. Laramie’s wire fence is being pulled down, so the sheep will stray on to cattlemen’s 
land. The culprits are Slade, Laramie’s foreman, a henchman of Marsh, and Baker, a herder. During 
the turmoil, Barker wounds a man and then, with his gang of Marsh henchmen, rides off without being 
identified, to a hideout on Music Mountain. Only Dobe Joe suspects and Marsh hears him voice his 
suspicions. 

Joe is ambushed and fatally wounded next day, just as Roy and the Sons Of The Pioneers are approach- 
ing. Roy is upset, for he once worked for Joe. As he dies, Joe gasps a few words, including: “Bark — ”. 
Roy rides after the assailants, but they escape. However, he finds a shell from Barker’s gun, with a half- 
moon to show it has a defective firing-pin. Roy resolves to remain as a secret deputy and solve the murder. 
He pretends to be on vacation. Pat, his understudy, stays too. 

They call on Penny, at the Winters’ ranch, and Christina, the grim housekeeper, admits them reluctantly. 
Laramie comes in and coldly accuses Roy of being a spy. Trouble breaks and Roy reacts as he hears Laramie 
call Barker by name. He has a hunch. Cattlemen are firing on the sheep, and Roy rides and stops them — 
in the course of this, he finds another shell from Barker’s gun. Laramie apologizes to Roy after the inci- 
dent, and he stages a fake fall so as to stay at the ranch a few days. Penny realizes the hoax. Marsh mean- 
while makes it plain to Slade that he is stirring up trouble by these ‘incidents’ so that the Government will 
cancel all grazing permits. Then Marsh’s men can apply for new ones for himself. 

The Sons Of The Pioneers come to see Roy, hearing of his accident, and linger in the neighborhood. 
Meanwhile, Laramie’s attitude toward Roy begins to change. One night Roy and Pat see Barker ride 
stealthily off, and they follow. Laramie sees them go, and she and Slade follow the two. Barker and a

few heavies are going to dynamite the reservoir, using Winters’ tools — Roy and Pat open fire, and the 
crooks withdraw, and Barker lingers to listen. Laramie and Slade suspect Roy. Roy tells about Barker’s 
gun, and Barker exchanges his gun, then soon makes an innocent entrance as if from the ranch. He 

shows the gun when asked, but of course it is different. Laramie has Roy and Pat return to the ranch as 
prisoners, and she calls in the Sheriff. Penny helps the two men to escape and they go to Music Mountain, 
while the press plays up the story in its headlines, and Roy’s radio contract is cancelled. 

Soon after this, however, Roy and his men trap the crooks, including Slade and Barker, in a blind 
canyon and overpower them. One man squeals. Slade makes a daring escape and warns Marsh, who rides 
to Laramie before Roy and the prisoners arrive. Marsh pretends Roy is going to raid the ranch. Penny 
slides out and rides to warn Roy. She gets him into the house by a secret route of her own, and Marsh, 
realizing the jig is up, tries to escape, but Roy dashes after him and captures him.

Story: 


A lot of talk is done these days about race prejudice — but it isn’t new. In the early days of the 
West, in the little town of Dorado, young Polish-born Steve Kovacs fights the unfairness of a two- 
edged prejudice.

Using a 
plaid shirt, easily recognized as Steve’s, and masked, Nick robs the post office of $10,000 deposited 
there for safekeeping until it can be used to pay for the church-building supplies. This robbery, plus 
the murder of the mayor of Dorado, committed by Nick’s front man, Lucius Valentine, are blamed 
on Steve by the townspeople. 

Finally, through the courage and fighting persistence of Steve, Bill Blades and lawyer Finn, Nick 
Kovacs and Valentine are duly punished. The church cash is recovered and the people of Dorado, 
their lesson learned, try to make amends to Steve and his bride, Peg Finn, the lawyer’s pretty daughter.

Story:

There are two established companies — the Morrison and Lidell 
Stage Company, operated by Hank Lidell; and the new California Central Railroad, now being pushed to 
completion by its president, Mark Benton. To bankrupt these two companies, Norton hires a notorious 
outlaw, Black Bart, to raid both outfits, arranging it so that each company will think the other responsible. 
The plan works very well, and Hank Lidell is so convinced that Benton is trying to ruin him that he is 
about to declare open war. To ‘help’ him, Black Bart, posing as Tim Trevor, a rancher, joins the Morrison 
and Lidell forces.

Jeff 
and “Gabby” open fire, but Trevor and his men escape. As Jeff and “Gabby” start to leave, they are 
accosted by a band led by Mark Benton. Benton thinks the two are in league with Black Bart and jails 
them. 

That night Trevor’s party also raids the Morrison and Lidell Company. Hank Lidell is angrily prepar- 
ing to battle with Benton when little Chick Morrison rushes in to tell him that he has overheard Trevor in 
a conversation with Amos Norton, proving definitely that Trevor is Black Bart. He reveals that Black Bart 
and Norton are planning to explode one of Benton’s dynamite trains as it goes through the tunnel. In this 
way, they can hold up the completion of the railroad and prevent Benton from obtaining the Federal sub- 
sidy promised by the Government. Realizing that he has been wrong about Benton, Lidell goes to the 
railroad men with the news. They round up a party and rush out to the tunnel but are captured by some 
of Black Bart’s men. In the meantime, Jeff and “Gabby” also learn of Black Bart’s plan, and effect an 
escape from jail. They go out along the railroad tracks to stop the train before it reaches the tunnel. But 
Black Bart has already taken over the train, and Jeff’s only answer is a shower of lead. “Gabby” is wounded 
by one of the bullets, but Jeff manages to hop on board one of the boxcars as it whizzes by. When the 
train approaches the tunnel, Black Bart ignites the car containing the dynamite. Jeff opens fire, killing 
Black Bart, and driving off his accomplices. Then, after stopping the train and preventing an explosion, 
Jeff rescues Lidell and Benton from their captors. Norton is sent to prison, and Lidell and Morrison 
agree to work together in the future. And, despite the loud complaints of gruff old “Gabby,” Jeff re- 
sumes his romance with Jo Morrison.

Story

Sheridan beams with pride at his discovery. Only Rod Mason, star of “Out California Way,” watches 
Monte in annoyance. Rod, who is tall, dark and obnoxious, has won nation-wide radio fame as 
“Robin Hood of the Range,” and is starring in Westerns for Globe Pictures. He is so “disturbed” 
that he instructs Ace Carter, his stuntman and sidekick, to eliminate Monte Hale and Pardner at any 
cost. 

When the company goes on location Monte and Pardner are called upon to do some fancy 
riding. As horse and rider are approaching a fallen tree, Ace throws a stick of dynamite. It explodes 
— Monte falls, is momentarily stunned, but Pardner rears in fright and races away. Monte gives l 
chase and after he gets the badly-frightened animal under control, he sees that Pardner is in terrible 
condition. 

Pardner is taken to the ranch of Johnny Archer, old-time horse wrangler. Danny is told that 
Monte and Pardner are on location in Utah. Meanwhile, E. J. Pearson, president of Globe Pictures, 
has seen a print of “Out California Way” and issues orders to find Monte Hale and put him under 
contract. The news reaches Monte at Johnny’s ranch where he is putting the greatly improved 
Pardner through some of his old tricks. Unaware that Rod and Ace are hidden behind a barn, 
Johnny urges Monte to leave Pardner and drive to the studio with him. No sooner have the two men 
left for town than Ace approaches Pardner, takes his gun from its holster and fires two shots. 

Monte signs his contract and immediately calls on Gloria and Danny. He tells them of Pardner’s 
accident, of his convalescence at Johnny’s ranch, and adds that the horse now is well enough to go

home with Danny. But when the group reaches Johnny’s corral, Pardner rears in fright, backs away 
and lashes out with his hoofs. In vain Monte tries to explain that the horse was all right a little 
while ago — that someone must have frightened him again. Gloria and Danny refuse to listen and 
leave — taking Pardner with them. Monte is determined to get to the bottom of things and when he 
hears from neighboring ranches that two unidentified men were seen firing shots in Johnny’s corral, 
he knows just where to go. This time “Robin Hood of the Range” is forced to admit all. 

Weeks later, in front of the Studio Executive Building, we see Monte writing his name in a 
block of wet cement, right next to the signatures of Roy Rogers and Allan Lane. Gloria is standing 
next to him and Danny, holding Pardner’s reins, is watching proudly.

Story:

Story; 


Rex Allen, coming to California as a wagon guide during the period of the great Spanish ranchos, 
finds Slim, his buddy when they were U. S. Cavalrymen together, working for fiery-tempered old 
rancho owner, Mike Reilly. 

Reilly has been losing a lot of his fine, blooded horses. He is sure that they have run off to join 
a wild herd of horses, and his niece, Claire, whose beauty conceals a cold murderous nature, and his 
foreman, Gill, a good-looking, powerfully-built young man, encourage him in this belief. Actually, 
they have been stealing the horses and selling them.

At this point Claire is prepared to abandon Gill and their murder scheme, 
because she finds Rex more attractive, but Gill forces her to continue with it, by threatening her if she 
trics to renege. Late that night, after everyone else is in bed, Claire lures Reilly from the ranch-house, 
on the pretense that the stallion is escaping. Gill, waiting on his own horse in the shadows, knocks 
Reilly down and tramples him to death. Rex’s inspection of Reilly’s body reveals that the horse that 
killed Reilly wore iron shoes. He knows that the stallion wasn’t shod and that Reilly’s death, therefore 
must be murder. He can’t prove it, but with the help of Reilly’s lawyer, he convinces Claire that Reilly 
made a new will leaving the Rancho Reilly to his adopted son, Tony. This drives Claire and Gill to try 
to kill Tony. Rex and Slim avert this, capture Claire and Gill as they try to escape. They will be tried 
for attempted murder and horse stealing. Tony is now the owner of Rancho Reilly and Rex and Slim 
stay as his guardians, to run the rancho until he comes of age.

Shattuck’s main enemy is rancher Clint Wheeler, who has organized a band to rob stagecoaches and 
distribute the money among the ranchers so they can pay the outrageous taxes and hold on to their 
property. 

Ross, feeling that he has no chance of clearing himself in court, breaks out of jail with the help of 
his friend, Happy Daniels. Assuming that Wheeler and his boys are the ones responsible for Ross’ plight, 
and hoping to get the goods on them, the two men wangle jobs with Shattuck as official stagecoach 
drivers. One day their coach is attacked by the Wheeler gang and Ross and Happy use the excuse to go 
into cahoots with them. 

Meanwhile, Shattuck orders Roberts and his men to put Wheeler and all his followers under arrest. 
In the ensuing fight, Ross reveals to Wheeler that Roberts is the man who framed him — which puts 
Wheeler and his men in the clear as far as the wagon train robbery is concerned. 

Realizing the truth about Shattuck, Ross, Happy and the Wheeler group besiege Mustang Wells to 


bring the outlaws to a well-deserved finish. Thus Ross is cleared of the charges against him and 
resumes his duties as Lt. Kincaid.

Story: 


Whittaker City is definitely in the doldrums, and the only method of rehabilitation its two 
leading citizens — Roy Rogers and Mayor Whittaker — can devise is to obtain financial backing for 
the operation of an abandoned gold mine belonging to Carol Stevens, Roy’s sweetheart. For this 
purpose, they invite Peter Moreland, Harold Prentiss and John McMahon, three prominent financiers, 
to Whittaker City to take part in the annual ten-day ride of the Vaqueros, the community’s far-famed 
vigilante organization. On the opening day of the ride, however, not only the three financiers but an 
uninvited stranger as well appear. The latter is really Joe Keenan, a notorious gangster who plans to 
kidnap the trio and hold them for ransom; but by introducing himself as Joseph Harmon, “a wealthy 
manufacturer,” he obtains Roy’s permission to go along. The first day’s riding brings the Vaqueros 
to Carol’s ranch, where it is planned they will remain overnight. Carol immediately shows the finan- 
ciers samples of the ore from her mine. The samples contain not only gold but tungsten as well, and 
the financiers promise to provide her with all the money she needs if the rest of the ore assays equally 
rich in the two minerals. 

The next morning Roy takes the trio to the mine while the Vaqueros continue their trek alone. 
This is the opportunity for which Keenan has been waiting. He persuades the Sons of the Pioneers — 
who work for Roy — to stage a mock raid upon the Vaqueros while he films the action for his camera, 
explaining that he wishes to have the scenes to take back East with him. As soon as the raid is staged, 
Keenan sends his own men into action. The financiers and the Vaqueros are captured in separate raids 
and taken to a hideout. Then, after binding Roy and his pals and leaving them on the desert, Keenan 
rides into Whittaker City with the wild tale that Roy has kidnapped everyone taking part in the Vaquero 
ride and is holding them for $250,000 ransom. The townspeople, reluctant to believe Keenan, are con- 
vinced when they see the films of the mock raid. Therefore, when Roy and the Sons of the Pioneers 
free themselves and ride into town, they are attacked by a posse. The latter group is captured, but Roy 
manages to escape. Later that afternoon, when Gabby drives out of Whittaker City with the ransom 
money provided by the financiers’ lawyers, Roy follows him. Gabby is met by Keenan’s lieutenant, 
Louie. who takes the money and then shoots him. Gabby’s bullet-proof vest protects him from injury; 
and, while Roy is pursuing Louie, he gets a message back to Whittaker City. The sheriff’s posse immed- 
iately rides to the rescue, managing to save the Vaqueros and the financiers just when the kidnappers 
were about to kill them. Keenan attempts to escape, but is overtaken by Roy in a cross-country chase.

Fate steps in, however and saves him for, upset by the 
quarrel, Alvarez gets off the train at a wayside station when he sees Rex and his pals and, in a moment- 
of nostalgic longing to ride the range again and forget his troubles, he decides to go with them on a three- 
week cattle drive. 

When he returns to town, Felton has carried out the first part of his crime. The missing train is a com- 
plete mystery and Alvarez learns that he was supposed to have vanished with it. Also, that Brewster is 
already at the hacienda trying to cash in on Lita’s role as an heiress. Certain of the man’s true character, 
Alvarez enlists Rex’s aid in setting a trap to expose him.

A week later, Tex Collins and his friends, Pee Wee and Stubby, are fired upon while riding 
through the Colorado Rockies. Reconnoitering, the three range riders come upon a group of men 
whom they suspect to have been their attackers, led by Bert Stark and Newt Kemp. 

Stark tells the trio that they are trespassing on the property of the Black Hawk mine, and warns 
them to keep away. The three cowboys ride on and come to a boy scout camp, where they are 
welcomed as Tex is an old Eagle Scout. Buzzy, leader of the Scout camp, reveals that he and his 
companions are hunting for the gold bandits. Next day Tex and Stubby go to Valle Del Muerta, the 
nearest town, and Stubby comes upon Stark at a Chinese laundry trading raw gold for currency. 
Later, Tex encounters Buzzy’s elder sister, Norma, who is secretary to Mr. Dorman, president of the 
Black Hawk Mining Development Company. He accompanies her to the office where he inquires 
about the mine, but is interrupted by her employer who abruptly terminates the conversation. 

When he hears what Stubby has seen, Tex goes out to the mine and overhears Dorman advising 
Stark and Kemp not to be too hasty in taking the gold over the border. He is discovered and chased, 
but escapes. After returning to the Scout camp, Tex is taken by Buzzy to see Norma, and he invites 
her to attend a local dance with him the following evening. 

In town the next day the cowboy is met by Stark and Dorman, who force a fight, in which Tex 
whips Stark thoroughly. Norma, who has arrived on the scene, calls Tex a brawling bully, breaks her 
date with him, and announces that she is going to the dance with Dorman. 

At the dance Dorman suddenly leaves Norma and returns to town. There Buzzy, doing some 
scouting, listens at the door of Dorman’s office while Dorman and some of his henchmen discuss 
Tex’s activities. A member of the bandit gang breaks in with the information that Stark and Kemp 
are making off with the gold. Dorman rushes out, sees Buzzy running down the road, fires at him and 
drops him. At the mine Dorman surprises Stark and Kemp with a loaded mule train. He kills Stark 
and ties Kemp up, then heads for the border with the gold. Meanwhile, Tex, becoming suspicious, 
leaves the dance, accompanied by Norma and the Boy Scouts. He finds Buzzy lying in the road, revives 
him, and learns that Dorman has gone on to the mine. Tex and his posse follow, and in a fierce gun 
battle Dorman is killed and the others captured. The gold is recovered and Tex and Norma ride off, 
followed by Stubby and the Boy Scout Troop.

Story: 

Hidden Valley has managed to retain its Old Western atmosphere, free of modern-day corruption 
and distractions, until Smitty, an escaped convict, arrives in town. He plans to take over the place and 
open it up as a gambling resort. Fronting for him is wealthy hotel owner, Carson Masterson, who is 
running for Mayor against the incumbent, Larkin. 

Smitty is counting on Masterson’s winning the election and getting rid of Marshal Tim Gallery and 
his deputy, Happy Hooper. Just as the election gets under way, Bill Stafford, crusading editor of the 
local newspaper, confronts Smitty with the truth about his past and threatens to expose him, where- 
upon the convict beats him to death. 

Smitty succeeds in escaping suspicion and turns the murder into a campaign issue. Masterson 
begins blasting away at Larkin and his law officers for their inability to trap the killer and public senti- 
ment is with him. The crooks are also able to frame Happy as a tool of the gambling interests. 

Then Rex Allen, who paints the Western scene for a national magazine, arrives in Hidden Valley. 
Rex had served in the air force with Tim and Happy and becomes involved in the troubles of the Mayor 
and his two pals. 

Rex is unsuccessful in his efforts to persuade pretty Dell Stafford, who has taken over the job of 
her murdered father on his paper, that her zeal for truth is causing her to throw suspicion on the wrong 
people. It is only after Rex tangles with Slack Breedon, Smitty’s henchmen, and forces a confession 
out of him that Dell realizes her mistake. 

Before Slack’s confession can be made official, the crooks kill him. Rex plays on Smitty’s vanity — 
insisting that Masterson is the brains of the outfit — to trick the convict into an admission of his guilt. 
Realizing that they are finished, Smitty and his men attempt a getaway. Rex and a posse led by Tim 
and Happy run them down and Smitty is killed in a fall off a high precipice.

Story:

Roy Rogers, 
District Chief of the U.S. Soil Conservation Service, who is making one of his regular inspection rounds 
accompanied by Trigger and his faithful dog, Bullet, arrives in time to foil Toby’s pitch. He gives Jack, his 
old friend, the added support he needs to go ahead with his plans. 

With the aid of his henchmen, Murtagh and Collison, Mitch sets in motion a plot to double-cross 
Aldridge, sell the cuttings he’s contracted for, and disappear with the proceeds. Various acts of sabotage 
are perpetrated by Mitch’s men, who go so far as to commit a murder, which they try to pin on Roy. This 
is too much for Toby, and her father, hearing of the trouble, journeys to Glen Rock and nearly loses his life 
when he stumbles on the double-cross scheme. 

Mitch’s show of violence scares off all Jack’s helpers except Roy and the Purple Sagers, local ranch 
hands. With the trecs all cut and tied, they find they don’t have enough drivers to get them to market. But 
Sis sends for help and a number of Jack’s famous movie pals, all Western stars, come on the double; the 
loaded wagons are put on the road. 

Mitch makes one last attempt to hold up the shipment by setting fire to a bridge, but Roy gets on his 
trail and after a bitter fight, subdues him. Aldridge is convinced that it’s better to do business with a man 
like Jack than to tie up with racketeers like Mitch in the hope of making huge profits.

Story: 

Ambitious young Texan, Monte Hale, has been working as a teller in a bank in Allentown during 
the summer to earn money for his medical college expenses during the coming year. He is about to 
leave this seasonal job and return to college when a holdup of the bank by two members of a notorious 
gang, headed by Marlowe, for whom a $5,000 reward is posted, leaves him holding the smoking gun 
with which the president of the bank has been killed.

There Monte, working under an assumed 
name, is forced — by the absence of the local doctor — to give medical care to Julia in order to save 
her life. While she is recovering, the news that he is a doctor has attracted the attention of Marlowe, 
lying wounded in a hideout in the hills. Hijacked by Marlowe’s men, Monte is forced to give Marlowe 
treatment for his wound and afterwards is kept prisoner by the gang. 

With the secret help of Lucky Hawkins and Julia, Monte manages eventually to turn his enforced 
part in the Marlowe gang activities to advantage. As their plans, to reap a rich harvest by robbing the 
wagons carrying the silver from the fabulous new lode an old prospector has just found, reach a climax, 
Monte closes in. He tricks the gang into a spot where they can’t resist arrest, cleans them up, so clears 
his own name, and rides away, a free man, with Julia.
